35 3. A pharmaceutical composition comprising a compound of formula (I) as claimed in 
claim 1 or claim 2 or a pharmaceutical acceptable derivative thereof and a 
pharmaceutical^ acceptable carrier therefor. 

4. Use of a compound of formula (I) according to claim 1 or claim 2 or a 
40 pharmaceutical^ acceptable derivative thereof in therapy. 

5. Use of a compound of formula (I) according to claim 1 or claim 2 for the treatment 
of a condition which requires modulation of a dopamine receptor. 
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6. Use of a compound of formula (I) according to claim 5 wherein the condition is 
schizophrenia or substance abuse. 

5 7. Use of a compound of formula (I) according to claim 1 or claim 2 in the 
manufacture of a medicament for the treatment of a condition which requires 
modulation of a dopamine receptor. 

8. Use of a compound of formula (I) according to claim 7 wherein the condition is 
10 schizophrenia or substance abuse. 

9. A method of treating a condition which requires modulation of dopamine receptors 
which comprises administering to a mammal in need thereof an effective amount of a 
compound of formula (I) according to claim 1 or claim 2.

10. A method of treating a condition according to claim 9 wherein the condition is 
schizophrenia or substance abuse.
